Natio n al Fo rests o f th e Co u n try Are 
Plan ted Each Year to Make 
Bare Lan d Pro d u ctive. 


To k eep the natio nal fo rests o f the 
United States, which are scattered 
fro m Alask a to Po rto liico , up to 
standard, 12,000 to 15 ,000 acres have' 
to he refo rested o r planted each year. 
The bare lands must be made pro duc­ 
tive and the thin stands o f wo o d must 
he impro ved. 
To do tills requires un 
Immense amo unt o f labo r. 
Co mpanies o f men travel o ver these 
fo rests, so wing the seed bro adcast o ver 
the sno w in the vario us barren sec­ 
tio ns. 
As the sno w melts the seed 
sink s deeper and deeper and when the 
sno w disappears entirely the seed is 
already co vered o ver with sufficient 
dirt to give it a bed in which to gro w. 
The chief disadvantage o f the m eth­ 
o d, acco rding to a co ntributo r to o no 
o f the .'cientific publicatio ns, is that 
the seed is co nspicuo us o n sno w and 
lik ely to be eaten by birds. 
After a 
few days o f sunshine it so o n disap­ 
pears fro m view.

Both Young Men Perished in Attempt 
to Save the Wounded— Rushed 
Galla ntly 
Into 
Danger

Italy, J an. 31.—Two America ns a t­ 
tached to th<‘ lied Cross were killed 
a t Mestre by bombs dropped by Ger­

Pla tt and Richard Cutts Fairfield, the 
first Americans to meet death on the 
J talhtn front. 
Pla tt anti Fairfield had just arrived 
nt a Red Cross hospital on a motor­

and legs. 
American Fla g s Cover Casket. 
The funeral of the victims of the 
raid wa s held tit Mestre. 
The long 
line of carriages bore 35 coffins. 
Long lines of soldiers, sa ilors and 
civilia ns filled the streets. 
Funeral 
ora tions were delivered from the steps 
of a church by the mayor and a rep­ 
resenta tive of the government, who re­ 
ferred 
to 
the 
death 
of 
the young 
Americans one of whom, he said, wa s 
only eighteen yea rs old. 
Died to Save Wounded. 
Companions of Fairfield and Pla tt 
say they were killed while performing 
an act of bravery. 
They were at a 
Red Cross camp far out of range of 
the raid, and could have remained 
there sa fely. But with two others they 
decided to go to Mestre, where the 
raid had already begun, and to give 
aid and help to probable victims. Fair­ 
field and Pla tt went ahead on a mo­ 
torcycle, while the ambula nce follow­ 
ed. 
It wa s just as they reached tHo 
Mestre hospita l to begin their humane 
labors tha t the bombs dropped and 
killed both of them.
